‘Tuan Chi-jui Asking the Reor-

‘The Chief Executive has submitted 
to the Reorganization Conference # 
‘memorandum from the Ministry of| 
Education, which suggests that 
educational expenditure should be 
Separated from ordinary admini: 
ative expenses, that a definite fund 
‘should be created with a special 
commission, virtually independent 
fof the Government and the Ministry 
‘of Education, to have control over 
the fund. 

"The memorandum says that| 
jedueational conferences throughout 
the country in recent years have 
invariably ‘referred to the absence 
of such a fund for education as a 
matter requiring urgent attention. 
In the 1919 budget educational ex- 
penditure was divided under two 
heads: ordinary and extraordinary. 
The total expenditure that year for 
schools, colleges and universities} 
tunder ‘the control of the Central! 
Government was $6,526,850, | of 
which $3,557,010 was for education 
in the Metroploitan area. By 1922 
m expenditure in Peking had 
to. $7,914,239, Educational 
expenses in the ‘provinces had 
fereased proportionately and the 
total national expenditare on eduea- 
last year was nearly $12,000,000. 
"At the Washington Conference the 
Chinese delegates declared that re 
venuer derived from the proposed!

Certain friends of 
China, the asserted, 
were never jing on 
this theme, They pictured China, 
past and present, as a lamblike 
nation for ever worried by the 
wolves of the West.

He held no brief for 
Western nations and was quite 
ready to admit their blundering 
diplomacy and, sometimes, high- 
hunded actions; but, on the broad 
question of China's 
mutual attitudes, he said, “the 
facts are facts.” One side was 
just as Imperialistic as the other. 
Phe first clash between China 
and a foreign Power, within th 
period covered by the lecture, 
took place at Malacea in 1617. 
China was then the strongest 
naval Power on the Pacific. She 
wrested Malacca from Siam and 
Portugal, in turn, took it from 
her. 

There is no doubt that China 
exercises a spell of her own over 
those who dwell long within 
her borders. There is equally 
no doubt that sometimes residents 
Jin the Bast who acquire, in the 
leisure of their retirement, a 
local reputation as lecturers on 
things Chinese, are apt, to be 
carried aw 
and, sonietimes, present a picture 
of China that is more remarkable 
for its purple patches of local 
colour than for its accuracy. 
This is to be regretted, not dniy 
because it gives a false impress 
fon to the listeners, but also 
because of the influence it has 
on the mindy of educated Chinese 
who may pick up an echo of 
what was said from a possibly 
garbled newspaper report. These 
people are notoriously imitativ 
Their reading confirms them in 
the suspicion that foreigners are 
always unfair to China and they 
repeat and embellish the ideas 
set forth by the lecturer until 
he—or, perhaps, she—would not 
recognize the statements as his 
own, It is difticalt to say how 
much of the present anti-foreign 
movement has its origi 
cause, Missionaries a 
haps, the greatest si 
thus’ presenting a glorified pic- 
ture of an ideal China exploited 
by Machiavellian foreign Powers.

retain only import and export 
to be levied when goods 
are imported into or exported 
out of China, and to abolish root 
and branch every other species 
of taxation on commodities what- 
ever.” 

It is hardly to be expected that 
the Peking or provincial govern- 
ments would consent to this for 
seven and a half or even twelve 
per cent.

of the reform contemplated. 
How they are to be so assured, 
brings us back to the question we| 
began with: What does  the| 
Government in Peking really’ 
connote? Is it representative of 
China? If the Powers are not 
satisfied of this, to agree to any 
increase in the Customs duties is 
merely throwing good money’ 
after bad. , Alternatively, they 
can keep control of the revenues 
yielded by the Customs, as the 
Washington Treaty clearly en-

DAIRY LICENCES 

= Mar. 6. 

‘THE conditions of datry licen- 
ces published in yesterday's 
‘Municipal Gazette afford a mel- 
ancholy example of the sterility 
which too often befalls the work 
‘of Special Commissions. It may 
be a small matter that whereas 
‘the Pure Milk Commission was 
appointed in April of the year 
1928, held fourteen meetings, 
heard “a mass of evidence, 
personally inspected nw 
ber of dairies and sent in 
‘a voluminous and closely print- 
ed report before the end of 
that year, the new  licens- 
ing conditions only make their 
‘appearance fifteen months later. 
With the slender and so in- 
adequately remunerated staffs of 
the Municipal Council, these 
little delays are no doubt un- 
avoidable. And they might have 
‘been overlooked had the licence 
conditions, when they did ap- 
pear, been more in accord with 
‘the ‘Commission's recommenda- 
tions. But the latter would ap- 
pear to have been almost de- 
liberately ignored. And this 
notwithstanding that the Com- 
mission included two men in- 
timately experienced in dairy 
matters, two doctors of eminent, 
standing and that its report in- 
cluded a great deal of evidence 
by a veterinary surgeon. 

One point on which the Com- 
mission dwelt very strongly was 
the urgency of engaging a 
Municipal veterinary surgeon. 
They said emphatically that 
“health inspectors are not 
qualified to diagnose the dis- 
eases of cattle. Hence they can- 
not effectively prevent the 
spread of disease.” The Com- 
mission also dealt with “other 
matters which only an absolute: 
ly independent and fully qualifi- 

veterinary surgeon can con- 
































And they stuck to 
this view, after giving “full con- 
sideration” to the contrary opin- 
fon of the Health Department. 
Well, the Council, in the common 
phrase, “turned down” the re- 
commendation several moriths 
ago, and we do not recollect that 
it even thought it worth bring- 
ing to the notice of ratepayers, 
in order to ascertain whether 
they would authorize the neces- 
sary expense. The result is the 
appearance in the “A” grade 
licensing conditions of a clause 
fiat against the Commission's 
express. recommendations, as 
follow: 
‘That an examination of the entire 
herd be made as frequently as 
t the discretion of the 
er of Public Health 
and at least once in every three 
months by a properly qualified 
veterinary surgeon approved by 
the Council—Grade A. Licence. 
‘This is what the Pure Milk 
Commission said on this point: 
Certification every three months 
bby approved local practising veter-| 
inary surgeons would not prove 
sufficient to check the spread of 
tubereulosis, rinderpest or other 
itrfectious diseases. 
Incidentally the “B” grade licen- 
ices extend the period of inspec- 
tion to six months. But one 
pofnt that the Commission had 
strongly in mind is that it is 
impracticable to limit the grant- 
ing of inspection- certificates to 
one firm of veterinary surgeons 
and this opens the door to in- 
spection by men not having 
adequate qualifications and the 
defeating of the Commission's 
purpose. Again, we find the 
Commission dwelling on the im- 
portant questions of 
‘the disposal of wareases of animals 
dead from disease and the move- 
ment of ‘enimals suffering from 
disease over municipal roads. 
-and ther “strongly urged. the 
installation of a municipal 
incinerator” because there is at 
present no satisfactory. method 
of disposing of diseased car.

‘There may be an 
ineinerator somewhere -in the 
background, but nothing is said 
about it, The utter inefficacy 
of the new licensing conditions’ 
in this respect for the con- 
trolling of people so adept at 
deception as Chinese dairymen 
needs no explanation, Of course 
the latter will run risks in not 
reporting disease, or in saying 
that a dead cow has been buried 
when it has actually been sold, 
but no greater risk than they 
take every day, perhaps even 
less. For the health inspectors 
are very busy men, with many 
other duties besides nosing about 
cow stables, even if they had 
the necessary qualifications to 
diagnose what might be found 
there, 


The dividing of the licences 
into “A” and “B" Grades is in 
accordance with the Commis- 
sion’s recommendations. The 
idea is that the “B" Grado 
dairies will, if they fulfil the 
licence conditions—a rather big 
assumption in respect of Chinese 
dairies—produce a milk reason- 
ably fit for all human consump- 
tion, under usual precautions 
of boiling. “A” Grade dairies 
would produce what might . be 
called milk de twee; and el 
where it has been found that: 
the advertisement of the “A” 
Grade certificate is so valuable 
to dairymen that they are par- 
ticularly anxious to qualify for, 
it and thereby the whole supply 
of the city’s milk tends to be im- 
proved. Whether this will be 
the case in Shanghai appears to 
us doubtful, ‘The licensing con- 
ditions now published embody 
most of the Commission's re- 
commendations for ensuring 
cleanliness of premises, bottles 
and operators: it is in respect. 
of the machinery for putting 
them into and keeping them in 
effect that the regulations are 
so weak. That was the defect 
‘on which the Commission f 
ened at once, the essential point 
on which ‘they pressed for 
remedy, indicating what that 
remedy should be. For one fur: 
ther example: the Commission 
urged that licences should be 
attached to premises, not to 
individuals, which would enable 
the Council to shut up a re- 
peatedly offending dairy. W 
may have overlooked in some 
issue of the Municipal Gazette 
some paragraph statirig that 
this precaution is henceforward 
‘to be adopted. But there is not 
a trace of it in the Ueensing 
conditions themselves, the whole 
suggestion of which indeed is 
precisely the contrary." In a 
word, the’ new regulation’ could 
quite easily have been ‘drafted 
by anybody equipped with 
some elementary knowledge of 
hygiene, without all the labour 
and expense involved in the 
meetings of the Pure Milk Com- 
mission. A more cynical burk- 

i of the vital parts of the Cor 
mission's urgent representations 
it would be difficult to imagine, 
If the public, departments are to 
be permitted to defeat the 
mature. conclusions of special 
commissions in this ianner, 
ratepayers will scarcely: be en- 
couraged to give their time to

‘THE annual reports and meet- 
ings of the International Com- 
mittee of Chefoo are always 
worth following for the story: 
they tell of what a governing 
hody can do, though supported 
purely by voluntary’ contribu- 
tions, when backed by public 
opinion. This year the report 
made the more interesting by a 
new example of the “local au- 
tonomy, which is just now. 
the prevailing political fad.” 
Originally, it would seem, the 
Committee ran its own police, 
When the revolution came in 
1911 it was induced to hand 
them over to be managed: by: 
the provincial capital, Tsinanfu. 
Now, for want of money we may 
suppose, the latter has given 
them back to the Chinese Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Chefoo. 
This led to a little unpleasant: 
bess at the last annual 
of ratepayers, on a repr 
tive of the Chamber suggesting 
that the Committee ought to in- 
crease its contribution of twenty- 
five per cent. of the riesha licen- 
ces for the upkeep of the police, 
‘The Committee strongly object- 
ed not only to this but to being 
called names for refusing, as 
without going too deeply into 
Jocal politics it appears to have 
had good grounds for doing. 
‘The motion was as they say, 
“talked out” with a recommenda- 
tion to the incoming Committee 
to consider the matter. How- 
ever, the police in Chefoo cer- 
tainly seem to have their uses, 
for in the annual report we 
read:— 

‘Contrary to our expectations and 
to our great surprise, the Police 
have materially assisted in stopping 
the removal of sand from the base 
‘of the Bund front, and the introduc 
tion of "Bamboo Chow" in the sand 
coolies menu appears to have had a 
salutary effect. We heartily thank 
the Chief of Police in this Section 
for thus helping our work and hope 
‘that, he will continue his good offices 
on behalf of the safety of the Bund 
which is more and more proving a 
oon to both Chinese and Foreigners, 
‘There are suggestions about that 
Paragraph, quite apart from the 
condition ‘of the Bund which 
provide new arguments for local 
autonomy as a means of rising 
superior to inconvenient nation- 
al.laws, for example against cor- 
poral punishment. 

‘The reconstruction of the 
Bund has been a great feature 
‘of Chefoo’s life and a feather in 





























its cap. Three years ago a 
special rate was agreed to for 
the necessary expenses, The 


agreement has run out and can- 
not be renewed, owing to the 
Chinese plea of bad trade; and 
there is an outstanding debt on 
the work of nearly $10,000. To- 
wards this the Committee pro- 
Pose to put $5,000 out of their 
surplus on the past year's work- 
ing, which will practically wips 
out its balance.

agraph illustrates, is the root of 
most of the misfortunes which 
‘China is suffering to-day? 

It is distinctly hard luck, 
apart from other considerations 
that Chefoo has to suffer from 

“moral ‘welfare” problem as 
larger cities do. Such is pre- 
sumably due to the summer ad- 
vent of the sailors, which @ 
couple of years ago gave rise to 
not a few disagreeable incidents. 
/Since then, we believe, the Navy 
“Y" has ‘done splendid work 
in providing recreation room: 
cinemas and so forth for the 
men, but the native harpies have 
naturally gathered for the prey 
‘and there is no means of driving 
them away. The chairman, in 
speech at the ratepayers’ 
meeting, said that five years ago 
Chefoo had rid itself of thirty- 
five houses of ill-fame and could 
jbe regarded as clean; but last 
informed that near- 

that number had 
been allowed to open. Whether 
this figure also includes bars is 
not clear, but probably in most 
cases there is no distinction be 
tween them. A strong petition 
backed by the International Com- 
‘mittee has been sent to the Tao- 
yin and one may wish it all 
success, There is a sentence in 
ithe chairman's speech with 
which this brief notice of Che- 
foo's work may appropriately 
close: 

Ik is not true that the Committee 
Jof the past year ean boast that they 
{found Chefoo a city of brick and left 
it u city of marble, but they can feel 
considerable pride in earrying on 
Jand adding to the work of former 
lcommittees. in changing Chefoo 
from x dirty, ill-smelling, notorious 
ly unheaithy spot to a port where 
life is comparatively healthy and 
really worth living. ‘The details of 
this tremendous task are not all 
complete: in some things we go 
backward, in others we go forward. 
It is for’ successive Committees to 
pick up dropped stitehes They 
never will need to complain, as did 
the youthful Alexander, that there 
fare no worlds left to conquer. The 
Joutgoing Committee ean justly feel 
that this is a report of work well 
done. 

It may conceivably be for the 
very reason that the Committee

BEATEN TO DEATH 
BY POLICEMAN 


Hankow ,Sikh Constable's 
Alleged Brutal Assault 
on Ricsha Cool

Wochang, Feb. 21. 


Considerable interest has _been| 
aroused here over a riesha, 
coolie who is said to have been| 
beaten to death by a policeman in| 
Hankow in the British Concession. 
‘The affair happened a few days ago, 
but the true facts have not yet} 
‘been ascertained. According to ont 
it, was a Sikh police 
in Poyang Road who, seeing a riesha 
goolie behaving in a disorderly 
fashion, fell upon him and belabour- 
ed him’ so mercilessly that he di 
a few hours later, after having 
been taken to the Roman Catholic 
Hospital. According to another} 
story, it was a Chinese policeman 
who. committed the assault by 
Kicking the man severcly in the 
stomach. Another story adds that| 
‘the coolie had been run into by a 
motor-car a few minutes before his 
encounter with the policeman, and 
‘that this accident was the cause of| 
his serious injury, as well as-of his 
‘subsequent curious behaviour.

The only sober moral of this sto: + 
is that the police on the concessions 
really are a bit callous in their 
‘trentment of the riesha coolies, In 
this matter, the Chinese members 
of the police force are every bit ns 
guilty as the Sikh policemen em- 
ployed in the British Concession, anid 
shared by their Chinese] 
in the native city of Han- 
kow, in Wuchang and in Hanyang. 
To try to turn this affair into an 
instance of foreign aggression and 
injustice is the height of absurdity. 

‘As if to remove any lingering. 
doubt of the fairness of the above 
statement, the very paper which. 
records this affair ofthe murdered 
riewha coolie (the Hankow  “Peh- 
hua Pao") reports on the same 
sheet two other instance of coolies 
being maltreated by police—in both 
eases Chinese police. The former 
of these took place on the same 
day as the affair related above. A 
policeman on the Second Special 
Administration Distriet (late Rus- 
sian Concession) struck a riesha 
coolie several times on the side of| 
the head. He then took him to 
a police-station, where the guard 
again struck him with a rifle, causing’ 
“wounds all over his body". He 
was then thrown into gaol where 
he “vomited blood not a little” and 
his life was hanging in the balance. 
‘To their eredit, be it said that the 
riesha coolies of Hankow have all 
subscribed their hard-earned pennies 
to give this man, by name Yang 
Lao-pao, a few comforts in prison. 
The other case, which took place 
fon the following day, was that of 
 food-vendor who apparently was 
wandering in the roadway at the 
back of the French Concession. A 
Chinese policeman fell upon him 
and beat him and broke up his bowls, 
plates and cooking-stove. He was 
taken to the police-station at Ta- 
chihmen, fined a dollar and “then 
ceseaped with his life”.

ALIEN LAND-OWNING 
IN JAPAN 


Rights and Disabilities Fol- 
lowing Similar Practice 
in Other Countries

Captain Bound and Beaten: 


Passenger's Statement 


Tehang, Feb, 21, 


The American steamer Chichuen, 
which wat held up by the military 
at Kweifu on February 18 and re- 
eased the next day, arrived al 
Iehang this afternoon. 

Some further details of the out- 
vage were given by Dr. Freeman, 
a Canadian medical missionary, who 
together with his wife and children 
was a passenger. 

At about 830 an Wednesday 
morning, anid Dr. Freeman, the 
ship slowed down to take on and 
discharge passengers. ‘There was a 
sumpan fastened near the stern of 
‘the ship with seven or eight men 
fon board. The sampun suddenly 
took a nose dive and all on board 
were thrown into the water. The 
steamer was going at the usual 
‘alow rate when passing places where 
passengers land and embark, Al- 
most immediately two of the men 
climbed on to the bottom of the 
upturned bot and the others were 
picked up by other sampans. Ax 
soon as possible the steamer turned 
and anchored.

Women Cigarette Workers, Towel 


Makers, Hospital Nurses, 
and Pedicab Men 


Quite a number of labour disturd- 
ances have occurred in the past two 
lays. N 
‘About 150 women cigarette hand- 
packers employed at the Tobacco 
Produets Corporation, 50 Yulin Road 
struck work early on ‘Tuesday morn- 
ing as a protest against the action 
fof a forewoman who is alleged to 
have slapped the face of an up- 
prentice the previvus day. Work 
was resumed, however, the same 
day after the management had 
cautioned the forewoman against 
striking employees in future, 





‘Towel-Makers Out 


Strikes evidemtly are the fashion| 
of the moment in Shanghai. It is. 
stated that recently there has been 
4 marked depression in the towel- 
lnaking trade, and in the absence of 
eny better reason being put for- 
ward it must be assumed that the 
ong spell of cold weather has less 
ened the passion for washing. In 
‘ony ease the depression has become 
so serious that the proprietor of 
the Three Stars Towel Company in 
Chapel felt compelled to reduce his 
‘employees’ wages by 5 per cent. 
‘the employees did not like this and 
so, and much argument follow- 
Cd, but the proprietor was adamant. 
and insisted that, if people insisted 
‘on cutting down their towel bill, he 
must reduce wages. 

So the towel makers went out on 
strike. ‘They have formed the 
Associated Union of Towel Makers, 
Bvillers and Embroiderers, and even 
if people suddenly should r2- 
acquire their one-time passion for 
accumulating towels, they vow 
they will not go back to work un- 
less they get not only the 5 per: 
‘cent, that hax been knocked off, but 
various other percentages in addi- 
tlon, the figures varying from day 
to day and from meeting to meet- 
ing. 

The proprietor went to extremes. 
Evidently there is some arrange. 
ment by which towel makers are fed 
as well as paid, for the informa- 
tion given out is’ chat the proprietor 
“has ordered his cook to stop the 
supply of food to the strikers.” 
That made an impression and the 
strikers are complaining that now: 
they are existing only on one or two: 
pieces of bread a day—size and 
weight not stated. Yet they are 
firm—the strikers, not the pieces of 
bread—and so for the time being 
there are no towels for those who do 
not want them. 

On Tuesday represent 
strikers visited the offices of the 
Central Labour Society in Kweichow 
Road and asked for help. Handbills 
explaining the grievances of the 
workers have also been distributed. 
‘The company is anxious to replace 
strikers by new hand= and has al 
ready engaged 10 men at the works 
at 783 Ward Roa.

Disturbance at Japanese Mill 

Very exaggerated reports were cus- 
rent on Wednesday regarding some 
trouble that had occurred on T 
day morning at the Naigai Wata 
Kaisha No. 3 Mill at about 7.45. 
The facts are that a number of the 
workers, exeited by some fancied 
grievance, damtyged some of the 
machinery and electrical fittings of 
the plant. They attempted to wreck 
some sections of machinery and 
[the clectriewl fitting of 55 of these 
machines also sustained injures. 
Work was discontinued during the 
greater part of the day, but was 
again resumed at about’ midnigh 
when an agreement was reached. 
‘The managers insisted on making 
the workers promise to vouch for 
their good behaviour before return- 
ing to work. Sensational rumours 
that 60 workers had been arrested 
as the result of the trouble are 
quite unfounded and though some 
416 workers were affected they re- 
turned eventually to their work 
without undue disturbanee. 

‘Two representatives of the Japan- 
jese Mill workers were on Tuesday 
sent by the Labourers’ Club in Chi 
pei as deputies to the Federated 
Street Unions to request assistance 
in effecting a release of workers in

‘There was no decided eae, no aut- 
ority so far as he had been able 
to find, in which the question before 
the court had arisen out of the sale 
of one of two factories, with the 
sequel of the vendor trying to stop 
the purchaser from using the names 
and marks. ‘There were cases which 
came very near it, but not one whieh 
could be cited as an actual authority. 
There was no principle in aw or 
anywhere else on which a vendor 
could say to a purchaser: “You 
must not use what you have pur- 
chased.” 


‘The Manila Reputation 
The reputation of these cigars, 
‘counsel continued, wassmade by the 
article manufactured in El Oriente 
factory, under names and marks in 
owe for many years before plaintift 
opened his Hongkong factory, s0 it 
Jd_not be suggested that the 
article which had acquired this re- 
putation under the name “Perla det 
Oriente” was not the article madc 
Manila.

His Lordship—There has been no 
application by Messrs. Olsen to 
rectify the register?

He 
‘worked in three ditferent cigar fac- 
tories in Tampa, Florida, in 1918, 
and afterwards, in 1920, returned 
to Manila and ‘managed ‘a factory 
for Messrs. Olson & Co, 

In 1921 he went back to the El 
Oriente factory. He was there a 
little over a year, and was now 
assistant manager in that firm. He 
‘considered himself a thoroughly ex- 
perienced cigar manufacturer, and 
in his opinion there was no differ. 
fence in the Permata, Imperia Fer- 
mundo and Cremato’ cigars made 
there to-day, and those manufactur- 
fed there from 1910-14. Witness 
went on to describe the treatment 
ot the leaf in making the cigars. 


‘The Hongkong Factory 

ess was in Hongkong for 
fve days during 1910 and was 
shown over the Orient Cigar Manu- 
fucturing Co, He was surprised at 
ite emptiness. He remembered tha 
at least up to 1914 the Hongkong 
factory was run at a loss. Towards 
the end of 1916 they had difficulty 
in getting news from Hongkong 
with regard to the position of that 
factory. When the war broke out 
the management in Manila was 
practically German. Witness went 
‘on to say that the climatic conditions 
of Hongkong made it almost im- 
possible to manufacture such a good 


























cigar in Hongkong as could be 
manufactured in Manila, In the 
‘manufacture of cigars a certain 


evenness of temperature and humi- 
dity was necessary if the best re- 
sults were to be obtained. In Hong- 
kong the average temperature wi 
‘colder and the humidity higher than 
in Manila, Witness said the tobacco 
industry | was brought to Manila 
from Mexico by the Spanish about 
two centuries ago. This made for 
better workmanship than could be 
had in Hongkong; the workers, were 
brought up to it. 


Pesos 5,000,000 War Failure 














Cross-examined, witness agreed 
that the leaf ‘in Manila wax 
always heated to well above 


boiling point for the destruction of 
weavil. This, however, was done 
after packing. During the'bvar the 
firm fell on evil days, as the com- 
pany was blacklisted ‘and shipping 
companies refused their cargoe 
‘They failed then for Pesos 5,000,000.

Mr. Isaac Delbourgo, cigar mer 
chant carrying on business in 


Shanghai and other parts of China, 
said he was the agent for the Ei 
Oriente factory in China. He was 
appointed in 1922, and had been in 
the cigar business for 15 years. He 
had seen imitations of the Manila 
government label, placed on every 
bok of cigars from Manila, in Hong- 
kong recently, where they had been 
seized by the Customs. The forger- 
jes were the work of Chinese fac- 
tories in Hongkong. He now re- 
‘ceived from the factory the same 
La Perla cigar, but under a differ- 
‘ent name. 

Examined by Mr. MacLeud, wit. 
ness agreed there was a period of 
‘boom between 1918 and 1919, and 
witness was of opinion that | this 
would have a big effect on the sell- 
ing price of the factory.

Counsel's Closing Arguments 


Counsel's final arguments were| 
heard on Wednesday. 
Mr. Macleod referred to the 


case ‘of the Imperial Tobacco Co. 
‘versus Bonham, in India. In this 
case Messrs. W. D. & Hf. 0, Wills 
‘were the manufacturers of “Gold 
Flake" cigarettes. A number of 
companies were formed,—practically 
B. A. T.—which were going to 
ceal with the article in different 
countries, ‘They made agreements 
to share the market, ‘The Imperial 
‘Tobacco Co. were given the Indian 
iarket in 1910, After the war a 
certain Government 
found itself with a large stock of 
these cigarettes on hand, and these 
they sold to the best buyer, Mr. 
Bonham. He sent :he cigarettes for 
sale in India, and an injunction was 
applied for ‘restraining him from 
selling them. The Court held 
aginst the company, on the grounds| 
‘at defendant broke no covenants, 
made no false or misleading

‘Chartreuse ease the sveret had been 
found to have left the monks and 
one into the — possession of the 
French liquidator, and if it had 
further been found’ that the monks 
had lost iz, then the Chartreuse| 
case must have gone the other wai 
‘That afd not decide what the law 
would be where there was no secret. 
In this case, he had never contested 
the view that a man might acqui 
putation and have any amount 
oF protection for it without a seer 
He ugreed that supposing the 
factory had not been sold in Manila, 
Angenohl could have restrained 
anyone from using the labels. But 
the defence relied on the fact that 
the business was sold to them. In 
AL the ther eases there hal been 
He would go further, and say 
that where a reputation "was 
acquired by an individual working 
for a firm, and no one else could 
take the place of that individual 
in the manufacture of the goods, 
then even after the sale, it would 
be misrepresentation to say that 
the goods were the same, provided 
it could be proved that the individual 
in question was not employed —by| 
the now owners. Again, if the new 
purchaser was unable to make the 
goods owing to lack of personal 
skill, then he would be guilty of 
misrepresentation in using the labels 
and trademark ‘of the original 
owner. In this case plaintiffs had 
to prove that in using the labels 
ete, they were making representa- 
tions which were untrue, oF they 
had to prove that the sale of the 
factory in Maniln was so constituted 
46 to restrain the new purchasers 
from using the old labels. Plaintiff's 
could show neither of. these things. 
He would put it s0 high os to say, 
iat_however personal the reputa- 
tion, however much protection 
laintiffs would have been entitled 
to but for the sale, if there was a 
Valid sale there was nothing to 
stop the purchaser from using the| 
same marks and labels, and repre- 
ing himself to be’ selling the 
same article, always provided the 
statements were still true in fact. 
‘A purchaser was always entitled to 
represent himself as the previous 
owner, and to use the marks and 
Inbels'of the previous owner. The 
whole argument was based on 
whether or not the representation 
‘would be honestly made. 
‘The Hongkong Made Cigar 
‘They then had to consider the 
facts as proved by the. evidence. 
‘There could be no question on either 
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FA Oriente factory. after its sale 
was in all respects exactly the same 
fas that sold before the sale. They 
hhad clear evidence that the people 
in charge of the factory in Manila 
before the sale, were the same people 
cho were in charge of thay factory 
today. Everything known and used 

the method of manufacturing the 
igars before the sale, was known 
fand used toulay. 

‘What they. must consider, was 
whether the Hongkong made cigars, 
fon the contrary, could honestly be 
‘said to be the same as the cigars 
made in the El Oriente factory in 
Manila. The plaintiff who was 
seeking to restrain others from 
Passing off their goods, on the 
Argument that he had acquired the 
Feputation of those goods, had te 
satisfy the Court that he was still 
carrying on the same business him- 
self. A plaintift who had ceased to 
leary on the business in which he had 
feequired the reputation could have 
no status in“that Court. His right 
must depend on his continuing the 
business, otherwise he could not say 
that defendants were passing off 
their goods as goods made by him- 
self. “He put it to his Lordship 











that there could be no doubt, what-| 
ever that the goods sold by defend- | 


ants were the genuine article, but 
that there were doubts whether the 
‘goods sold by plaintiff and manu- 
factured in Hongkong were the 
same. Unless his Lordship was 
satisfied that the Hongkong goods 
were the same, it would mean that 
plaintiff was asking that defendants 
Should be restrained from selling 
what was in truth the genuine 
article, in favour of an article which, 
perhaps, was not the same. 


Plaintif(’s Counsel 

Mr, MeNeill, replying, said the! 
air had been ‘considerably cleared. 
by Mr. Macleod's frank admission| 
that up to the time of the sale of 
the El Oriente factory, Mr. Ine 
genohl had the sole right to his

‘The fact that he had been deprived| 
of one factory in the Philippine 
Islands could not deprive him of his 
reputation. His reputation, or! 
‘eoodwill, was his own property and 
his own'alone. In law it could no: 
be made use of by another, yet that 
was what the defendant company 
were doing. 

With regard to the point raised 
thay the cigars manufactured in 
Hongkong by plaintiff were sold 
under Manila labels, the explana- 

‘was quite simple. When plain. 
tiff removed to his Hongkong 
factory he had an old stock of 
‘Manila labels on his hands, and 
these he used up. When they’ were 
gone he bought other labels. He 
was fully entitled to use thes? 
Inbels, as the cigars were of exactly 
the same quality as the old ones, 
and though made in Hongkong, were | 
manufactured from Manila tobacco, 
[and were therefore Manila cigars.

Peritonitis Ensuing After 
Appendicitis Operation: 
A Notable Career 
+Berlin, Feb, 28, 

President Ebert has died. 

This morning's belletin came as 
a great shock particularly in view 
of last night's report that President 
Ebert's condition was improving. 

‘The sudden worsening was due 
‘0 the aggravation of the peritonitis 
Jat five o'clock this morning, when 
the patient's vitality and resistance 
were at a low ebb. 

President Ebert died without 
regaining consciousness. His wife 
and children, and the Secretary of 
State, Herr ‘Meisener, were at his 
bedside —Reuter.

A. Berlin despatch ‘states that 
general mourning will be observed 
for President Ebert, the ex-saddler 
whose dignity and ‘tact during his 
six years’ occupation of the highest 
position in the state enhanced the 
prestige he had always enjoyed.

But this 
was destroyed by the First Emperor, 
and for nearly three conturies the 
site remained desolate. Anothee 
small town, also situated close by, 
was razed ‘to the ground by the 
Khitans in 986, but they built again 
fon the same ‘spot and called th 
place Yen Ching. ‘This was the 
southern capital, and was the first 
city of any considerable size to be 
erected on or near the site of 
modern Peking. It was greatly 
ged by the Golden Tartars and 
alled Chung-tu (the central metro 
polis), but Mongol pressure eaused 
ft tobe abandoned. Afterwards, 
Kublai Khan founded a new city 
(Khanbaligh) a little to the north 
of Chung-tu which in 1271 beeame 
the eapital of the vast Mongol Eta 
pire.
